Troop or Unit (at least one adult leader for 16 canoeists). They must be 
expert canoeists, Senior ARC Life Savers, know and use the Eight Defense 
Plan for all swimming activities, If the Adult Leader cannot qualify as the 
technical expert, a trained Ranger can be assigned to the trip, The Ranger 
is not a substitute for the Adult Leadership. Each Troop must have adult 
home Teadership on the trip, who has been approved by the PROGRAM COUNSELOR 
AND CAMP DIRECTOR. 

ALL MEMBERS OF A CANOE TRIP MUST MEET THE FOLLOWING QUALIFICATIONS: 

1. Shall have completed canoeing Merit Badge or be a member of the Canoeing 
instruction group. 

2. Checked by Local Camp Health Officer for physical fitness. 

3. Ability to meet the requirements of canoe trip standards as outlined 
on page 3 of this form. 

Pine ~ Manistee River Trips are reserved for qualified Explorer Scouts 
only (I} years of age or older). No exceptions, please. 

REFRESHER REVIEW = Must be taken by all Canoe Trip Personnel before going on 

the trip. It shall consist of the following: 

1, Care of equipment and using alloted equipment only. 

2. What to bring - (See our suggested check list). 

3. How to pack - making a canoe camp - fire control - care of food. 

h. Demonstrate actual canoeing ability, strokes and canoe control to a Ranger 
Staffman, as outlined under canoe trip standards, F138F. 

5. Order of Canoes on the River ~ Lead or first canoe shall be manned by the 
2nd Trip Leader. He should know his way, set a pace suited for the slow- 
est paddlers of the group. He shall also keep all canoeists in sight and 
in back of his canoe, The LAST CANOE of the trip shall contain two extra 
paddles, First Aid Kit, ambroid (for patching), binders twine, and 50 feet 
of emergency rope, This canoe to be manned by the most experienced Trip 
Leader. BE PREPARED FOR ANY EMERGENCY, In emergency, phone Owasippe

CANOE TRIP STANDARDS 
Boy Scouts of America 
Chicage Council <- 9 W, Washington 5+. 


These are cance trip standards. They are to be used and strictly enforced on 
all trips up and down streams, across lakes and bays to overceme the danger of 
possible upset and swamping of canoes whether caused by conditions of water or weather, 
mishandling, poor judgment, or any other reason, 


(These minimum standards are to be heeded by all boys who wish to take canoe 
trips under the jurisdiction of the Eoy Scouts of America, Chicago Council, whe do 
not. have in their possession an American Red Cross card showing they have passed the 
American Red Cross basic Canoeing or have in their possession proof of their having 
passed the Boy Scout Merit badge on Canoeing; or a card showing they have passed the 
minimum requirements as listed below under an authorised instructor within the 
last 12 months. 

1, Swimming ability 


Swim 75 yards any stroke in a strong manner and 25 yards on the back 
in an easy resting strokes, 


2, Personal safety training 


A. Swamp a canoe and help bring it in by hanging on and swimming 
ashore, wearing complete camping gear. 


B. dump out and climb back in to the canoe without swamping it. 
C,. Get in and out of a swamped canoe without letting the canoe roll. 
th. Rescue the swamped cance in an approved method. 


Hang on! Every person should actually swamp a canoe and help bring- 
= it in by hanging on and swimming it to shore, 


Out and In! Every person going on the cance trip should practice 


jumping out and climbing into a canoe without swamping 
it.

Know the general safety rules about wind and weather and be able to 
pass the cance stroking, 


4. Be able to paddle in an approved kneeling position. 


5. A life vest or jacket for every person on the trip, 
6. Ho person = boy or adult - who cannot pass the minimum standards should 


go on a canoe trip unless he is required to wear a life vest all times 
while in the canoe,
